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Applicant's arguments filed 16 October 2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant's arguments that Short et al. "does not teach OR extend the 

computer cluster authentication to validating software compatibility of a new cluster member prior to the new 
cluster member joining the cluster and becoming a member thereof, with use of a version control record" is 
acknowledged but is not deemed persuasive. 

The examiner disagrees in that in col. 9, lines 14-22 of Short et al. , a startup function provides version 
control by validating the version of software because a node could refuse to operate with a certain version. 

As for applicant's argument that Szabo et al. "does not teach a computer cluster" and that "there is no 
shared resource in communication with a computer cluster". Short et al. discloses a computer cluster. Szabo et al. 
discloses a shared resource in communication with a server (see col. 3, lines 51 — 62). Since Szabo et al. does not 
disclose all of the elements, he is combined with Short to teach the limitations of applicant's claim(s). 

Note: With respect to the claim objection to claim 14, the objection is overcome by the amendment to the claim. 
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
